pute have been getting nowhere 
and were in recess

the 


Easter weekend. The policy com- 
mittee of the CIO United Steel- 
workers union hinted of a possible 
strike, although the government's 
seizure of the steel industry last 
Tuesday averted a 
walkout of 


some 65,000 CIO steel workers. 


Settlement Overdue 


The union's executive board said 


that "the patience of the steel 
workers is not inexhaustible." It 
added that the "time is Overdue 
for a settlement based on the 
(wage 
stabilization 
board's) 


recommendations." 


However, the compulsory union 


membership issue appeard 
the 


main stumbling block of an agree- 
ment between the Industry and the 
government and between the gov- 
ernment and CIO President Philip 
Murray.. , 
. . . . . . . 


The government appeared 
un- 


willing to grant the union shop— 
which would require 'all steel- 
workers to belong -to Murray's 
steelworkers union—but reported- 
ly was ready to grant the WSB's 
wage recommendations. 


Some steel companies reportedly 


were willing to give Murray a 
modified form of the union shop 
but others were against it. 


Discuss Bigger Strike 


The possibility of expanding the 


telephone strike was designed to 
force the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Co. to /accept terms 
with 69,000 strikers. These include 
43,000 bell phone workers in Ohio, 
New Jersey and Northern Califor- 
nia and 16,000 Western Electric 
workers in 43 states. 


The strikes, which started Mon- 


day, have cut some service as 
about 200,000 non-striking work- 
ers have refused to cross picket 
lines set up around Bell Telephone 
exchanges. 


The union settled its strike of 


18,000 members against Michigan 
bell for a 12.7 cents hourly pay 
increase but plans were made to 
•keep picket lines in Michigan. 
The union had sought a hike of 
23 cents an hour. The settlement, 
a -union official said, would be 
used as a general pattern in the 
other disputes. However, 
some 


union officials said the Michigan 
settlement was "too low." 


Fear 52 Dead in Plane Crash;

let singer Jane Froman see her pilot husband, Capt. John C. Burn, 
one of 17 persons who survived the sea crash of a Pan American Air- 
ways plane crash in which 52 persons are believed to have perished. 


The singer, who flew here from 


New York especially to be with her 
husband, was informed that Capt. 
Burn, now recovering in Presby- 
terian hospital, is being held in- 
communicado on orders of district 
attorney Zoilo Dueno Colon. She 
tried twice to gain admission to 
his room but was turned back each 
time. Upset, she returned to her 
hotel room. 


Glenn Lawrence, general man- 


ager of Pan American's San Juan 
office, confirmed the situation and 
said he did not know the reason. 
Best opinion .was that the district 
attorney wants to question Burn 
before anyone else does so.

Damage 
estimates ran into the millions. 


For Omaha and Council Bluffs, 


with 366,000 metropolitan area resi- 
dents, there was just a chance that 
the worst flood disaster' of local 
record could be averted and the 
cities were making the most'of it. 
Evacuations and dike-strengthen- 
ing operations hit a feverish tempo 
in the two cities in anticipation of 
the historic 30 foot crest expected 
next Thursday.

He said he hasn't made any defi- 


nite pla'ns to campaign' for the 
presidential nomination. Clearly, 
however, the public announcement 
of the end of his military job give 
his well-organized 
backers 
the 


plow they need to till the political 
fields. 


Elsenhower said he had "not the 


slightest Information" on who his 
successor as NATO commander 
might be. A good many other men 
could fill the post, "possibly far 
better than I." he said. 


He also disclosed he will resign 


his permanent commission as a 
fiv« star general If he is nomin- 
ated (o run for president so he 
would b« "free to tpeak. like any 


other citizen, on any subject." 


But, he said, he will resign only 


if he is nominated. 


He held the floor for a quarter 


hour before a packed gathering of 
reporters and refused to submit 
to questions. 


To Attend Celebration 


Later, repeating 
himself 
for 


radio, television and newsreels, h« 
revealed his hope to attend an 
Abilene celebration June 4. 


After that, he added, "Mami« 


(Mrs. 
Elsenhower) and I would

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Colleges Need Business Help 


To Keep Educational Freedoms 


•The crisis on American college campuses is deepening. 


The schools are caught between mounting costs and dwin- 
dling revenues. The big G. I. Bill of Rights attendance boom 
is over and the draft is cutting heavily into what enrollment 
is left. 


The small schools naturally are worst hit, since their re- 


sources are thinner. Probably half the country's colleges 
are operating at or near a deficit. Few if any are in robust 
financial condition. 


Up to now the colleges, for the most part, have been able 


to muddle along with a variety of devices to fill the breach. 
They have upper tuitions. They have beat the bushes hard 
for new scholarship money. They have tailored special re- 
search projects to government demands so they could get 
defense funds. 


But all these have their limits- It is a serious question 


whether tuitions can be boosted much higher without pricing 
many students right out of the education market. All too 
many students cannot make the financial grade today with- 
out some kind of assistance. 


Some of the scholarship drives have been rewarding, but 


some have not. With so many other chunks already being 
taken out of the earner's dollar, he is not enthusiastic about 
alloting a large piece of it to an educational institution. And 
the really big grants are rare nowadays. 


Many of the smaller schools simply are not equipped to 


take on Naval or Army scientific research. The big universi- 
ties that do advance this type of work wish they had the 
funds and could devote their staffs' time to more basic re- 
search, unrelated to specific objectives. 


Where do they go from here? 
.With a lot of schools it now is or soon will be a matter 


of finding new revenue sources or shutting down. There are 
only two large reservoirs te which they may turn, govern- 
ment or business. 
1 "Business already finances much college research through 


grants for specific projects, scholarships, and the like. But 
it has barely scratched the surface. It could well become a 
principal support of the nation's college system. Some of 
this aid would be immediately productive of returns to in- 
dustry through development of new scientific solutions to 
problems, through large additions to the force of highly 
trained personnel, and so on. 
' • 'A good deal of the assistance, however, would be directed 
toward broadening the base of pure research—the great 
<5ruest for scientific fundamentals from which all specific solu- 
tions flow. Expenditures toward this goal would accord with 
the highest notions of business statesmanship- 


The alternative, plainly, is governing help. Many educa- 


tors believe that even if other segments of society can carry 
the biggest part of the load there is still some place for gov- 
ernment^ For instance, a carefully applied system of federal 
scholarships to assist needy students would give the schools 
a boost without menacing their independence. 


Yet more thoughtful school administrators fear too much 


government in education. They see school independence, and 
perhaps free scholarship, ultimately disappearing under such 
conditions. No one can say there is no point to their fears. 


It is time for all forward-looking business leaders to at- 


tend to this great necessity—and opportunity. If they do 
not move into the crisis with firm purpose, the government 
most certainly will.

"Second, when the error is dis- 


covered, is the offender allowed to 
draw from the stock pile or does 
he forfeit his turn to draw a card? 
Did we follow the correct proce- 
dure? 


'Third, did an insufficient meld 


ake place? If so, was the offender 
required to meld 100 points instead 
of only 90 (or the actual 95; ?" 


It's a very interesting situtaion, 


and the questions are best an- 
swered by saying that no bones 
vere broken and everything was 
done quite legally and properly, 
lere are the specific answers: 
First, any player (even the of- 
ender's partner) may remind him 
hat he needs 90 points for his meld. 
Second, it was correct for the of- 
ender to draw from the stock pile. 
Third, the meld was incomplete 
but not insufficient, and the offend- 
er had the right to complete the 
meld without needing an extra 10 
points.

Bursitis, Inflamed Tissue,f 
Can Be Traced to In juries 


Two readers have recently asked 


for another discussion of bur 
sitis, and want to know whether 
there is a cure for this painful Con- 
dition, and. if not, whether bur 
sitis will disappear by. itself. To 
answer the last 
question 
first, 


sometimes bursltis will disappear 
of itself and sometimes not. The 
first question is more difficult and 
can only be answered by a general 
discussion of the subject. 


Bursitis often starts suddenly 


and in such cases the involved 
cavity is likely to be swollen and 
to contain a fluid, the nature of 
which depends on the cause. Acute 
or subacute bursitis brings tender- 
ness and pain. In the more chronic 
conditions in which the fluid de- 
velops gradually and lasts for a 
long time, discomfort may be en- 
tirely absent. Diagnosis is not al- 
ways easy. 


The most common causes of in- 


flammation of a bursa or bursitis 
are single severe injuries or lesser 
but repeated ones. Kneeling for 
a long time may effect a bursa just 
above the knee. In "tennis elbow" 
a bursa around the elbow is in- 
volved. 


What can be done for an in- 


flaihmed bursa depends partly on 
the cause and partly on the degree 
and type of inflammation. In the 
more acute conditions, complete 
rest by means of a splint, band- 
age, or cast is generally advised. 
In those cases in which the swell- 
ing is great and the pressure 
causes considerable pain, the phy- 
sician'may have to remove some 
of the excess fluid. Since the fluid 
may return, such removal is like- 
ly to have to be repeated several 
times.

INJECTIONS SOMETIMES HELP 


Unfortunately, some cases of 


chronic bursitis are resistant to 
all forms of treatment. Injection 
of a local anesthetic into the bur- 
sa itself is often useful but ma* 
not bring lasting effects. The in? 
jection of some irritating fluid, 
called a sclerosing solution, has 
been reported to be successful oc- 
casionally. 


In the most resistant cases an 


operation involving removal 
of 


the entire lining of the bursa may 
have to be employed, but this 
more or less of a last resort. The 
sufferer from a severe bursitis us- 
ually feels quite sorry for himself* 
—and with good reason. 


Any small pocket lined by deli- 


cate tissue lying near one of the 
moxeable joints of the body is 
called a bursa. Typical bursa are 
those above the knees, and around 
the elbows and shoulders and any 
of them can become inflammed.

Home Advisor Pilgrim Gives 
Cookery Hints for Easter 


By .TUNE PILGRIM 


Angel Cake—Baked Fast! 


For that Easter dinner there is still time to make an angel-food 


cake. Especially when you use the shorter baking time, valuable 
minutes are saved. 


Food research specialists at the University of Illinois recommend 


stepping up the temperature to 425 degrees and baking only 25-30 
minutes. 


Pre-heat the oven to 425 degrees, bake the cake 15 minutes or un- 


til the top is light brown. This allows a protective crust to form on 
the sides of the cake so that the interior will cook slowly. 


When the top is light brown in color, turn off your oven and let 


the cake continue baking until it tests done—about 10 minutes. To test 
for doneness, insert a fine cake 
tester into the center. The cake is 
done when no batter clings to the 
•tester. Remove it from the oven 
and invert the pan until the cake 
is cool. 
This prevents the cake 


from falling. 


If you have a favorite recipe for 


angel food cake that has given 
good results when baked at low 
temperature for about one hour, it 
will probably give you good re- 
results when baked by this new 
method. 
* Here is a suggestive recipe to 
use with an electric mixer: 


Angel Food Cake 


(Shorter length of time.) 


l cup sifted cake flour 
l\(, cup.i sugar 
l?i teaspoon cream of tartar 
\<i teaspoon almond flavoring 
l"/i cups eggs whites (room tem- 
perature) 
^ teaspoon salt 


1 teaspoon vanilla 
l. Sift cake flour with % cup 


sugar. 2. Beat egg whites with 
salt and cream ot tartar at high 


speed until stiff and VERY FINE, 
but still shiny and moist. 


3. Add sugar about a T. at a 


time, with mixer at low speed and 
mix only until there is NO dry su- 
gar; add flavoring. 4. Add flour 
1 T. at a time with mixer at low 
speed; mix only until there is no 
dry flour. 5. Turn into angel cake 
pan, run knife through batter to 
release large air bubbles. 
Bake. 


6. Invert pan until cool. Store in 
pan. 
Time—425 degrees until 


brown—15 minutes. Finish baking 
with heat turned off, this takes 
about 10 min. longer. The oven 
needs to be well Insulated.

The name of Easter-comes from 


Eoslre, ancient Teutonic goddess 
of dawn and spring..Representa- 
tive of the east, of tfye rising sun, 
and of morning, she was feted 
annually at a time when the earth 
was 'awakening from its winter 
slumber and bursting into bloom 
with its offering of spring flowers. 


After the introduction of Chris- 


tianity among Germanic nations 
the name Euster was retained to 
designate festival of the Rcssur- 
rection. This festival occurred at 
the same time of the Jewish Pass- 
over. Thus many forms of the 
Aramaic word pesach, "to pass 
by," still survive in terms ap- 
plicable to the season, ns pass 
flowers, Paschal lamb or pase 
eggs. Many such ancient customs 
of other creeds and nations were 
given Christian significance. 


Mexico 


As part of their Easter tcstival, 


firework filled eflgies of Judas are 
hung on wires In the city streets. 
At 10 o'clock on Easter morning the 
fireworks are lighted and the awk- 
ward, dangling figures twist and 
turn. In a short time each figure 
explodes, and everyone scrambles 
to find the 30 pieces of silver hid- 
den inside the traitorous Judas.
